The weather conditions of the past week

Con- 
siderable plowing for corn yet remains to be 
done, a fair estimate being that but two- 
thirds of the crop has been planted, plowing 
and in fact all kinds of farm work have been 
practically suspended on account of the fre- 
quent heavy rains. The average amount for 
the state for the past week Is about 2.50 
Inches. It w»« quite uniformly distributed, 
though the excess was slightly greater In ibe 
counties bordering upon tho Ohio river and 
those in the Southern sections or the state 
than In other portions. 

The reports of tobacco plants are not so 
favorable as those previously received. The 
wet weather has exerted an Injurious effect 
upon them. They are not growing well and 
some correspondents report them to be 
yellowing. The Injury Is not serious, bow- 
ever, and they will quickly recover with

Great Destruction at Oxford, Hen- 
derson, and Elsewhere. 



Ralkiou, N. C, May *>— At 4 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, the cltirens oi 
Oxford, a town about forty wile* from 
this city, on tlx* Oxford and Clurksvlllc 
railroad, observed a heavy black cloud 
approaching from the northwest The 
weather has been wet and blustery fur 
three days. The oloud became blacker 
and denser, and ]nst before V/oVlook a 
roar was heard, and all at onoe wind, 
ruin and hail dashed over the town. 

The wind was terrific. Houses were 
blOWtl down, tree* were torn up by the 
roots, and the hail-stones were much 
larger than usual, and covered the 
gTOund to a depth of tour inches, aud 
broke almost all the window panes in 
the town. The rain fell in sheets and 
torrentb, so that the darkness was com- 
plete. The terrible rush of wind did 
nut las^lon#er than fifteen minutes, 
but the rain and had continued for a 
much 1. 'tiger period. 

It was soon atwertoined that great 
damage to property had been done, and 
people who ventured out into the streets 
found themselves in total darkness, 
surrounded by the debris of houses, 
trees, fences, telegraph poles and tin 
from the house tops. 

About 0 o'olook the rain and hall 
ceased, and there was a rift in the 
clouds, and the disaster could be seen. 
The storm had swept from southwest to 
northeast across the town, leaving a 
mark about four hundred yards wide. 
In this space the frame houses had suf- 
fered most A number were blown 
down and the timbers blown away 
The Irrick houses were unroofed. 

A number of people are known u 
have been Injured, one colored mat 
fatally. The damage to property ii 
estimated at 1500,000. The track of th< 
storm was from Oxford to Henderson, 
on the Ruloigh and Gaston railroad, 
and from there, north down the rail- 
road to tire y* tone. The distance from 
Oxford to Henderson is twelve miles, 
and the swath cut was from a quarter 
to half a mile wide. 

It presents the appearance of having 
been burned and swept The t 
have been torn up and the limbs blown 
off the trunks, and the pathway looks 
like a road that had been cleared of 
•tumps and everything else. 

The town of Henderson had the same 
experience as Oxford. Ten people are 
known to have been injured, four seri- 
ously. Greystone Is a small station. 
All the houses there were blown down. 
There Is a granite quarry there, and a 
squad of convict* have been worked.
